I n the farm, he described an incident

One after anothe- of the members of 
the cahinet, governors, senators and 
representatives who were ol the party, 
bore witness to the same experience, 
beginning with .John Hay. who ..id nis 
feet warming partly in Ohio uii'i partly 
in Illinois, and ending with Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson, 
w h o warmed 
his feet, in the heather of Scotland. 


Mr. Hoar said one of the greatest 
IjjRngers to the country was the estab­ 
lishment of the priiviple that the tax­ 
ing power of the government could be 
used as a means of punishing and sup­ 
pressing vice or crime or of any form 
of wrong-doing. 


Mr. Vest inquired if congress had the 
right to invade his state where oleo­

Mr. Bailey inquired if the imposi­ 
tion of the 10-cent tax on oleomargar­ 
ine really was intended to raise rev­ 
enue. 


' No.” replied 
Mr. 
Hoar, "I have 
tried to make that point clear. 
This 
li'-cents-a-pound tax is a tax not upon 
oleomargarine but upon a fraud, upon 
the false coloring.” 


Mr. 
Lodge explained that he ex­ 
pected to vote for the pending meas­ 
ure for the teason that it imposed a 
tax upon an article that was fraudulent 
in a sense. He urged however, that the 
house clause against renovated butter 
ought to be restored to the bill. 


Mr. Proctor, in charge of the meas­ 
ure, said that an amendment covering 
that point probably would be offered. 


The senate then, at 4:10, went into 
executive session and a few minutes 
later adjourned.

CHINESE EXCLUSION BILL

Washington, Mg.rch 26.—The report 
nf the house com m ittee on the Chinese 
rxriusion bill w as filed today by Rep­ 
resentative Perkins of New York, who 
drafted it. The report says In^part: 


T h e com m ittee are 
unanimous in 
th° opinion that the adm ission of Chi­ 
rp?» laborers into this country would 
a serious evil. 
Eyery endeavor 
has been m ade to report an act which 
»l!i secure the exclusion o f Chinese 
rr>niies. 
W e recognize the fact that 
frauds under the 
present exclusion 
laws result chiefly from the abuse of 
transit privileges and the introduction 
"f C hinese .claim ing to be merchants 
"ho are really laborers. 
^Ve have en- 
flfavored to guard against these evils. 


On the other hand, this çountry de- 
fires to obtain its fair share of éom- 
rnrree with the east antj with China, 
and in our treatm ent of the privileged 
' 'asses,, the genuine merchants, stu- 
'b'nts, e’tc., allowed by the treaty to 
enter this country, w e fi&ve endeavored 
'o avoid any discourtesy or annoyance 
"liich was not required 
to prevent 
fraud.” 


The report saÿs that the few provis­ 
ions of the Kahn bill stricken out were

The report further says: 
The com m ittee have stricken out the

W e, also

American flag on the Pacific to take 
the British register. 
This is certainly 
not the w’ay to build up our merchant 
marine, for which there is so great a 
demand. 
The work done by the Chi­ 
nese on these steamships in the intense 
heat of the tropics is work which our 
American 
workmen 
could

do, 
should not do and would not do.” 
Representative Clark, of Missouri, 
has reserved the right to make a dis­ 
senting report against the employment 
of Chinese sailors on American ships. 


FILIPINO INSURGENT 


GENERAL CAPTURED

Manila, March 2fi.—Noriel, the only 
insurgent general with the exception 
of Malvar still in the field, has been 
captured by Lieutenant Frank E. Bam- 
ford, of the Twenty-eighth infantry. 


A major, a captain, a lieutenant and 
five men who were 
acting as body 
guard to Noriél, were captured with 
him. 
They have all been held as pris­ 
oners of war. 
There is some reason 
to believe that one member of this 
body gtiard is General Malvar in dis­ 
guise. " Lieutenant Bamford is certain 
that if this general is not one of the 
captured party he is in the immediate 
neighborhood of the scene of Noriel’s 
capture. 
Noriel has been one of the 
recognized leaders of the insurrection 
since 1899. 
He was captured on his 
way to the coast while endeavoring to 
escape. 
Hd admits that the insurrec­ 
tion, as such, is over, and says that thn 
few remaining leaders are fleeing as 
they do not command enough men to 
warrant 
surrenders 
commensurate 
with-their rank. -•

celebration of holy d ays as both social 
and religious clim axes, on w hich occa- 


fo n n in g one room for th e orchestra, 
one for the señ o rita s’ d ressin g room, one 
w here liquid refreshm ents w prc to be 
served, and the m ain body of th e large 
room left for d ancin g. 
T h ese b eau tifu l 
w a lls of fresh 
green 
verdure 
w ere 
ta stefu lly decorated w ith flags, draped 
m irrors and red cross b anners, w hile 
from the ceilin g hun g im m ense chande­ 
liers. 
On both sid es of th e entrance 
w ay, large gracefu l palm s w ere nod­ 
ding; this also form ed a shaded w alk 
from the school to th e street; and in 
the evening, w hen the cou n tless J ap a­ 
nese lan terns w ere lit, th e picture w as 
one of oriental splendor never to be for­ 
gotten.

fort, by divine hands, the natives b e­ 
lieve;

danao by A m ericans, 
and

Sain ts' d ay,’ but it ym remained for the 
crow n in g even t of the year, the F east 
o f Im m acu late Conception, on D ecem ber 
8,- w hen all other days dwindled into 
Ktich u tter insignificance that one a l­ 
m ost forgot that there were other days. 
AVe arc prone to live so m uch in the 
present that I m ay be biased som ew hat 
in believing tlo.~ uo> to be looked for­ 
ward to w ith greater interest, possibly, 
than any other. 
For now, a s I sit on 
th e shady veranda of m y cozy nipa 
shack, en joyin g the cool breezes, I look 
down the street and view g a y ly decked

bov w ho cannot wait for

of 
July. 
The preparations w ere under the 
supervision of the 'presidente' of the 
province, and were of proportions b e­ 
com ing the capital of the island of M in­ 
danao and the province of Zam boanga. 


"On Thursday m orning w orkm en p ar­ 
titioned the boys' school 
room 
w ith 
tem porary w alls of cocoanut lea v es— 


th ese tw o figures w hich w ere carried 
about w ith such ludicrous veneration. 
S aturday night the streets w ere brigh t­ 
ly illum inated, and 'night m ade hideous' 
by 
n ative 
bands 
prom enading

streets. 
I have really forgotten how 
m a n y tim es we were serenaded 
that 
night, but 1 do rem em ber that the bands 
happened here all at once, and could 
you but know w hat band m usic here 
m eans, I am sure 1 would have your 
sym path y.

tions. the u niversally

and the h o m e love m anifested by these 
people speak plainly of the su ccess of

George J. Gould has written the follow ­ 
ing letter: 
•ülonorable Benjamin B. Odell, Governor 
New York State,. Albany, N. Y. 
“My Dear Sir:—W ith m y knowledge of 
the magnificent stretch of country be­ 
tween the A lleghanies and the Rocky 
mountains, drained by 
the 
Mississippi 
river and Its tributaries, I have alw ays 
bçpn and am now strongtly impressed ; 
Tilth the commanding position of the city j 
of St. Louis, the central city of the g n a t I 
Mississippi valley, and I am deeply in 
earnest with others in endeavoring to | 
s feulld up her trade and commerce. A vital , 
factor in the Immédiate future of the 
- advancement of these, will be the lyouis- J 
ïsna Purchase exposition, the gates of 


which will be thrown open in little more 
than a year, and the plans of which arc 
laid on broad and comprehensive lines. 


"The 
exposition 
will 
not 
benelit 
St 
I.nuis alone, nrr aid only the development 
of the remarkable aggregation of states 
between the Alleghanies and the Rocky 
mountains, but will assist alm ost equally 
In tile advancement of all the states ill 
the union and of all interests and indus­ 
tries, throughout the country generally. 


“These 
International 
expositions 
are 
m ilestones in the path of progress and 
civilization and are so recognize.! by the 
great nations and by none more so than 
our own. 
It is not necessary to recall to 
your rr.ind the liberal action of congress 
and of the different stales in favor of 
the Columbian exposition of 1*93. nor of 
Its and tneir liberality toward other ex ­ 
positions not international in character, 
but upon a lower plane and within nar­ 
rower bounds. Congress has, as you know. 


made a large appropriation in support 
of the St. l.ouis enterprise, this national 
aid being about the same as that given 
t( the memorable exposition of 1893. 


“You doubtless have already inferred 
from what I have said that I atn about 
to plead for a liberal appropriation by 
the Empire state for a New York slate 
building and exhibit at the St. 
Louis 
exposition. The wealth and dignity of 
New York, sustained and strengthened by 
the resources of the country at large and 
d( pending mainiy upon them for the com­ 
merce of her great metropolis, fully war­ 
rants an appropriation of at least half a 
million dollars. 


"i have been Informed that but $50,000 
has been suggested, and it Is the mention 
of 
this 
entirely 
Inadequate 
amount, 
coupled with the fear that this or a sum 
not much larger will be appropriated, 
which leads me to appeal to you as I am 
doing. I urge «4 earnestly as 1 can aq 


appropriation 
com m ensurate 
with 
the 
wealth and greatness of this state, and 
one that will by its liberality be a lasting 
a •■•sura nee of the good will of the Empire 
state toward her sister states of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley, and more especially Mis­ 
souri. 


“In behalf of the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition I beg that you will use your 
Influence for an appropriation of not less 
than $"i00,000. Apologizing for intruding on 
your time, believe me, with much respect,

Dr. Mathews’ Discoveries. 


Dr. Mathews, writing in the March 
Century of "The 
N ature 
of 
Nerve 
Force,” apropos of 
the experiments 
made by Dr. Lqeb and Himself, says in 
conclusion: 


It will probably be askeil, what are 
likely to be the; practical'A results , of j 
these concluaiena?' It^is,- of‘course, im­ 


possible to predict what practical re­ 
sults may follow in the Aiture. but it 
appears to me probable that the im­ 
mediate practical consequences 
will 
very likely occur in the following di­ 
rections: 


F irst, the physical explanation thus 
attained of one of the phenomena of 
life will, if it proves true, bring us a 
step nearer the understanding of other 
life-phenomena. the artificial synthesis 
of living m atter, and the prolongation 
of life. There is apparently no inher­ 
ent reason why a man should die. ex­ 
cept our Ignorance of the 
conditions 
governing the reaction going on in his 
protoplasm. 


Second, it looks as if we h#d at last 
secured a rational basis of pharmacol­ 
ogy. If the poisonous action of salts is 
due to the clectrical 
charges 
their 
particles bean and we are able l a off­ 


set this action by particles w ith the 
opposite 
charge, there is every reason 
to believe that the poisonous action of 
drug is also so caused and m ay in the 
sam e m anner 
be 
counteracted 
The 
credit for this w ork should be given to 
P rofessor Loeb. 


Third, w e have- at last secured a p ­ 
parently, a basis 
for 
a tta ck in g ’ the 
great problem of ferm entation, for the 
peculiar ferm entative or catalytic pow- 
era of colloidal solutions are probablv 
in their essence. clcrtrU al. 
A solution 
of the problem of ferm entation probably 
means a revolution In som e of th»> great 
industries of the world, for it w ill en ­ 
able u s to build up our foodstuffs from 
the soih the air. and sunlight, junt aa 
plants do. 
It will put in our hands a 
power of controlling chemical phenom e­ 
na the results of which can at present 
hardly be conceived. In the absence of> 


experimental data it is impossible to 
•ay definitely w'hether our results will 
ultimately illuminate the problem of 
'mentation or not, but they a t least 
suggest a means 
of 
attacking 
this 
problem, and I think I do not overstate 
the probable consequences of the solu­ 
tion of that problem.

To every southern heart, the home of 
Jefferson Davis is as sacred as is Mount 
Vernon to an American. 
It was here 
that lie spent the last years of his life, 
and where he wrote "The Rise and Fall 
of the Confederacy." 
Th«3 home is in 
the prettiest part of the state, and noth­ 
ing could be more appropriate than that 
it should shelter the mon who gave up 
the best years of their 
lives for 
the 
principles 
of Jefferson 
Davis, 
which 
were the life of the confederacy as well. 
There is no government appropriation 
by the federal authorities for the con­ 
federate soldiers, although some of the 
southern slates pension their 
old sol­ 
diers. 
Most of these mon who fought 
in the south lost all material wealth in 
the struggle, and at (lie close of the 
w ar found them selves impoverished and 
oft-^i disabled and ill in health. 


Mrs. .Davis, widow of the famous con ­ 
federate, has boon in ¡11 health for s e v ­ 
eral years, and is obliged to spend a. 
great deal of her time in a cool, north­ 
ern clime, and thus the old h o m e is left 
w ithout its rightful occupant. 
There 
are other relatives of the Davis family, 
but no near ones. 
At the death of W in ­ 
nie Davis, the favorite child of Jefferson 
Davis, the entire south m ourird the 
loss as a personal grief. 
Mrs. 
J. A. 
H a yes has lived for a number of years 
aw ay from the smith, but 
at a late, 
gathering of the D aughters of the Con- 
icderacy she was greatly honored hy re­ 
ceiving the title that had been bestowed 
upon Winnie 
Davis 
during 
her 
life 
time. 
Although alienated 
in 
distance 
from the south. Mrs. H ayes has alw ays 
taken a deep, loyal and faithful inter­ 
est in all that pertains to the home of 
her girlhood. 
She makes frequent visits 
to her mother, and is usually present at 
the annual gatherings of th" Daughters 
of the Confederacy.

when our uncouth'ancestors, the Teu­ 
tonic, Scandinavian' and Anglo:Saxon 
peoples, celebrated'their E aster under 


the green* trees of the forest, clad in 
their robQs .of arjimal o r sheep skins, 
and bowing their heads to the goddess 
Eostre, the northern edition of Greek 
goddess of dawn, Aurora. 


B u t even those direct ancestors of 
ours “were only 
keeping 
up custom s 
w hich had been perpetuated from the 
v er y dpwn of history. 


W e m u st go back to the Persians and 
e ventu ally'to the Asiatic Aryans, from 
which practically all the non-Semitic 
white races descended, to find the ea r­ 
liest expression of religious observance 
at the vernal equinox. 
These peo­ 
ple. w hose deity w a s the celestial tire, 
typified in the sun. found in the recur­ 
rent changes of the seasons what they 
considered appropriate 
opportunities 
for approaching the deity. 


Flowers and birds formed a 
groat 
feature of these pagan feasts, for they 
occurred ju st at the time when the 
earth w a s again carpeted with blos­ 
som s ahd the birds were building their 
nests in the budding trees. 
Thus flow­ 
ers and eg g s becam e the natural s y m ­ 
bols of Easter.

Easter would therefore seem to he 
the oldest of our festivals, for back of 
the Aryan custom s pertaining to its 
celebration here are evidences that the 
Chinese had a festival at this period 
of the year, which w as one of the chief 
events in their calendar. 


Even the Jews, who do not recog­ 
nize the celebration of Easter on a c ­ 
count 
of the resurrection of Christ, 
have a feast approxim ating very nearly 
to our Easter in date; viz., the Paschal 
sa orifice. 


The chief difference is that the S em ­ 
itic branch of the human family has 
given a more serious color to their 
celebration, preceding the feast of the 
Passover and the sacrifice of the P a s ­ 
chal Iamb with a term of fasting quite 
foreign to the pagan expression of the 
occasion.

At a m eeting of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor held a few w eek s ago s ta te­ 
ments were made that these were ex ist­ 
ing facts. 
Members present 
testified 
that they had been obliged to dye their 
hair when it turned gray, to cut off 
their 
hoards 
which 
were 
becoming 
white, 
and 
leave 
their spectacles at 
home, in order to look younger than 45, 
or they could not get a job. 
The d is­ 
cussion w as serious, and som e excite­ 
ment prevailed, so much so that one 
member sarcastically observed that e m ­ 
ployers ought to make a law providing 
for the shooting of all 
laborers who 
reached the age of 45. No doubt there 
is som e truth in this. 
Certain em ploy­ 
ers m ay try to get rid of old men and 
look for the y ou ng ones, but it is im ­ 
possible to change the laws of nature 
that a man who is worth his pay. what­ 
ever that is, can g et work in this coun­ 
try, no m atter what his age. 
If he 
is 25 and incompetent, he cannot keep 
a job, nor can he at 45. If he is active 
and intelligent, he will in tim e g et what 
men of the same activity and intelli­ 
gence command, no m atter what his 
age. 
The truth probably 
is 
that s o 
m any workmen of 45 have lived a hard 
life and have lo'st their abilities that 
they are not worth the money; and em­ 
ployers, seeing the rule, cannot be per­ 
suaded to make exceptions. 
But, after 
all, the labor federation should bear 
in mind that any resolutions on their 
part that tend to prescribe whom em­ 
ployers shall employ-are, and always 
will be, unsound* awl can .only redound

Mercantile Co., 85 South Williams 
street, New York, bad an account with 
his bank. 


Tho Manhattan Mercantile company 


failed last summer, a short time pre- 
•vious to the failure of the Seventh Na- 
tional bank. While he was a depos- 
itdr, Schwartz, It is alleged, secured 
loans amounting to about $100,000 on 
worthless notes. When the fraudulent 
nature of the. notes was discovered 
Schwartz had disappeared, leaving his 
family in New York. His wife was 
subsequently shadowed and Schwartz 
was located on South Sixteenth street, 
this city. He had been here six weeks. 


Mr. Jones said there is an Indict- 


ment against Schwartz in New York 
charging him with swindling another 
bank. 


New York, March 26.-— Offlclals of 


the Seventh National bank declined to- 
day to discuss the arrest at PhUadel 


phia of Moses Schwartz and referred ... 
all inquiry to Sullivan & Cromwell, 
attorneys for'the bank. At the office 
of Sullivan &, Cromwell, a statement 
was made that Schwartz was-a cus- 
tomer of the old Seventh National bank 
which had discounted "a'large number 
of notes for him as manager of the 
Manhattan Mercantile company. The 
total amount 'of these J notes it was .. 
stated was $7a,QOO. It was later dis- 
covered that there was forgery in con- 
nection with them. The .new Seventh 
National bank took up the matter and 
caused his arrest on the specific charge 
of the forgery of $1,000. The Seventh 
National is not affected, it is said, as 
all the facts were known before the 
reorganization, by which'the accounts 
in question had bee'n charged off as 
absolutely worthless.

VALIDITY OF MINING SECTION. 
Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, March 20.—From every in- 


dication it Is safe to say that the 
extra session of the legislature will 
adjourn tomorrow night. Both houses 
have adopted the report of the con- 
ference committee on the revenue bill 
and all .that remains is for.the measure 
to be enrolled as amended and passed 
on- third reading in each house. 
This 


should be 
completed 
by tomorrow 


night. The amendments o£ the con- 
ference committee were adopted with- 
out . debate, except in the house Rep- 
resentative Rawalt raised a question 
as to whether "or not the mining sec- 
tion was constitutional as it is worded. 
A part of it reads: "The assessor, 
wheli he receives 
such 
statements 


(meaning the "statements from the 
mine' owner relative to output, pro- 
ceedSj etc.), shall determine the gross 
proceeds of any such producing mine 
or mining claim for said preceding 
year, and shall, at the same time, de- 


. termine the net proceeds as herein 


defined for said preceding year, and 
shall, for the purpose of assessment 
for taxation, value 
such 
producing 


mines, or. mining claims, at a sum 
equal to one-fourth of the said gross 
proceeds for said preceding year for 
any such mine or mining claim." 


Mr. Hawaii's contention was that 


the section specifically stated that the 
sum must 
equal 
one-fourth of the 


gross proceeds. 
He said that the su- 


preme court had, always held that no 
legistative body could specifically state 
what valuation was to bo placed upon 
a piece of property, 
He was of the 


' opinion that it.should read, "Shall not 


exceed one-fourth of the gross pro- 
ceeds," thereby leaving the assessor 
some discretion, aa that officer could 
if he chose place a lower valuation 
on the property. 
He contended that 


if the mining section was contested 
in the courts, it would be declared un- 
constitutional, and the; mines would 
then be valued under the provision of 
the last section of the bill which re- 
cites that if at any time any prop- 
erty is found to have been omitted 
from the assessment rolls, it shall be 
valued by the assessors at its full 
cash value. He contended that the 
mining men would find that eventually 
this section would be killed and their 
property would be valued at its full 
cash value and 
they might as well 


have adopted the Neeley amendment 
-In the first place. 


Mr. Rawalt has been, in favor of the 


Neeley amendment all the time, and 
'when he called Attention to this error 
•today he said he did so in order that 
the mining men would not adopt the 
section without fair warning. He did 
not raise the point until just before 
the motion to adopt the committee re- 
port was put. "Wlien he had finished 
talking, the vote was taken and the 
report was adopted with but two votes 
recorded against it, namely, Rawalt 
and Twombly. After the house had 
adjourned, the members congregated 
and discussed the question raised by 
Mr. Rawalt. Opinion was about equally 
divided as to whether he was correct 
or not. 
Mr. Hollenbeck. said he be- 


lieved the point was well taken; that 
It left the assessor with no discretion- 
ary power. Mr. Morris thought Rawalt 
should: have called the attention of 
the house to the matter beforehand, 
and that ho should not have waited 
until the last moment. Mr. Pitschko 
said: "I believe Mr. Rawalt is right, 
and that the miners will eventually 
find their property assessed by thu 
county assessors the same as any 
other property. However, seven out 
of the eight members on that con- 
ference committee were mining men, 
and if they allowed- such an. error 
as that to go through, they themselves 
will be to blame, and It is none of our 
funeral." 


Speaker Montgomery when asked 


what he thought of Rawalt's position 
said: "Ho is entirely wrong. 
The 


supreme court will never sustain his 
contention. 
The supreme court did 


render such a decision as he refers 
to on a law passed by the Ninth gon- 
ural assembly but that law specified in 
dollars and cents what the assessment 
should bo. This provision is not an 
abstract statement, but the amount of 
the assessment will depend entirely 
upon the production of the mines.

in favor of inviting the building of 
inter-urban lines, and this would never 
be done until the promoters were sure 
that their lines were to be valued by 
the same assessing power as steam 
railways.

DECISION ON BOYCOTTS. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Denver, March 24.—Judge Palmer ren- 


dered a decision this morning which will 
act against tho Retail Clerks union of 
this city and 
if upheld - by the higher 


courts will be a severe blow to the union 
clerks of the entire state. This decision 
is to the effect that labor unions cannot 
boycott a man's place of business by sta- 
tioning pickets in front of his store and 
attempting in this way to prevent people 
from trading tit the store. The decision 
v.-as rendered In the case of Harry Rosen- 
tlml against the Retail Clerks union. Ros» 
enthal conducts a clothing and gent's fur. 
nishins goods store, but does not employ 
union help, nor does he observe union 
hours. Thp union stationed 
pickets in 


front of his door and when prospective 
purchasers would start to enter, would 
cry "I'nfair! fnfalr!" He secured a tem- 
porary restraining order against them do- 
ing this and today Judge Palmer makes 
the 
restraining 
order 
permanent. His 


decision in outline Is as follows: 


"The plaintiff charges that on the 17th 


und ISth days of August, and thereafter 
from September 2 to 7. ]!K>1. the defendant, 
lor the purpose of harassing and annoy- 
ing him and of mining his business and 
compelling him to close his store and cease 
business unless he would agree to conduct 
his business In accordance with thf rules 
of tbc union, established a boycott upon 
him and his place of business and sought 
by force, threats and intimidations to pre- 
vent any person from trading with him or 
purchasing goods In his store: that for the 
purpose of carrying out their scheme they 
stationed their agents in front of plain- 
tiff's pla.ce of business, and by use ot 
threats, Intimidations and persuRSion and 
by the use of vile, indecent and profane 
language, and by false and slanderous ac- 
cusations against the plaintiff, and by 
force of arms, prevented many people 
from entering plaintiff's place of business 
and from purchasing goods therein. 


"There Is but one question involved, and 


that may be briefly stated as follows; 
lias the plaintiff tho right to conduct his 
business as he sees lit, without outside In- 
terference, so long as ho violates no law 
of the land? 
ff the matter of shorter 


hours or increascrl compensation or other 
conditlnns of employes was in (inestion in 
the case, an element would bo Injected Into 
it which might call for the consideration 
of thn rights of such third parties. The 
plaintiff was conducting ills business with- 
out the assistance; of clerks, and Jin simply 
refused to close his store tit b p. m., on 
Sundays and holidays. There is nu law 
in this state whieh would compel him 
to close liis place of business at such 
times, and he tlu-reforo had the legal right 
to keep his store upon the entire 24 
hours of the day during each and every 
day of the year If he so desired. 


"It 
cannot, however, be denied that 


much of the tumult ami boisterous con- 
duct which was tu be found in front of the 
place of business of the plaintiff would 
not have occurred only, for the boycott. 
Pickets were placed in front of the plain- 
tiff's store, who walked back and forth 
on the sidewalk, saying: to those within 
their hearing that it was against organ- 
ized labor and asking them not to pat- 
ronize it. Many witnesses lestlllccl thai 
the pickets called it a 'scab house;' and 
a 'scab Jew house.' and used other de- 
cidedly objectionable language in refer- 
ence, to it. It also appears that many 
people were approached by the pickets 
and asked not lo KO Into plaintiff's store: 
that they put their hand upon the arms 
of people and at times treated them rude- 
ly, and that a lady was treated so roughly 
that she fainted. These. In the main, arc 
ihe overt acts shown on the trial. The 
cfteei was that the plaintiff's business was

A BILL DEFINING OIL CLAIMS.

Washington, D. C., March 24.—Hepre- 


sontaitlve Sutherland, Utah, today in- 
troduced n bill which was referred to 
the mines and mining committee de- 
fining what -constitutes discovery of an 
oil mining claim. The bill provides that 
where oil lands are located under the 
provisions of Title 32, chapter fi, revised 
statutes of tbn United States, as placer 
mlniiis claims, an actual discovery of 
oil shall not be- essential to validity of 
location, but existence of such indica- 
tions 'as will justify the locator In devel- 
oping the claim with the reasonable ex- 
pectation of producing oil shall be suf- 
ficient; also that 
annual assessment 


labor upon such claims may be done up- 
on any one of a group of claims lying 
contiguous and owned by the same per- 
sons or corporation, crovlded that said 
labor will benefit or tend to the develop- 
ment of such contiguous claims.

Washington. March 24.—The senate com- 


mittee on the Philippines today accepted 
the report of the sub-committee consist- 
ing of Senators McComas, Deitrlch and 
Rawlins, appointed to prepare a plan for 
disposing of the mineral lands in the 
Philippine Islands and prescribing the con- 
ditions of mining In those islands and the 
plans suggested will be adopted as a sub- 
stitute for the portion of Senator Lodge's 
bill dealing with this subject. 


The substitute adopts the British-Ameri- 


can system of not permitting the locator 
of a lode claim to go outside his boun- 
dary lines vertically extended. The lo- 
cator of a lode or u vein is allowed to 
enter a tract of land 1.000 feet square, 
and hn is required plainly to mark his 
claim with posts. Record of claims is to 
be made with the secretary of the prov- 
ince In which they may be located. 


No one person Is to be allowed to make 


more than one location on the same 
lode and the surface land and timber are 
to be used for the development of the 
lode. It Is required that not less than 
$100 
worth of work shall be done on a 


claim each year. To secure a patent on 
a claim $500 worth of work must be done. 


Placer claims are limited to 20 acres of 


land for individuals and 160 acres for as- 
sociations, and authority Is given to enter 
petroleum or building stone land under 
this provision. Entries of coal lands to 
tho extent of 160 acres are authorized.

duce such men as General Do Wet 
and Delarey to surrender. Possibly, 
they think, the representatives of the 
Transvaal government are desirous 
of suing for peace but there is noth- 
ing to show that they have any au- 
thority to impose submission on the 
commanders in tne field. The most 
hopeful sign they see is the announce- 
ment that Lord Kitchener permitted 
Mr. Schalkburger and his compan- 
ions to proceed to the Orange River 
colony, the contention being that un- 
less the British commander-in-chicf 
In South Africa, who is on tnc spot 
and- therefore most 'thoroughly conver- 
sant with the situation, recognized the 
possibility of fruitful results and be- 
lieves in the good faith of the Trans- 
vaalers he would not have permitted 
the visitors to continue their pilgrim- 
age to . tho 
headquarters of their 


Orange River colony allies.

In section 82 of the new revenue law 
there is this sentence: 
"That nothing 


in this act contained shall be,construed 
as giving the assessor any right to as- 
sess a non-producing' mining claim at a 
greater sum per acre than ia assessed 
per acre against- the lowest producing 
mine or mining claim situated as herein 
denned in the same locality." 
Tho 
county assessor states that "in the 
same locality," as he Interprets 
this 
phrase, means in the same section of 
the camp. If the whole camp was con- 
sidered, the lowest producing mine 
would be assessed upon a valuation of 
$5,000, as fixed by the new law, and this 
would limit the assessed valuation for 
all non-productive acreage in the camp 
at $125 an acre. The assessor holds that 
tho different hills of the district are in 
different localities. Tho lowest produc- 
ing: mine in the Battle mountain local- 
ity, according to Mr. Lysight, is pro- 
ducing $200,000 annually. This produc- 
er Is assessed at $5,000 an acre or $50,- 
000 a claim. This assessment is based 
upon the production, and the property 
being the smallest producer in the Bat- 
tle mountain locality, will, as Mr. Ly- 
sight interprets the new law, be the 
basis^upon which all Battle mountain 
non-producing territory 
will be

sessed. Oh Haven hill the lowest pro- 
ducer-Is outputting 
$25.000 annually.

But If Mlra's progressive gain and 
los of light In the comparatively long 
period of 334 days Is wonderful—and It 
surely Is-still Algol's clock-liko regular- 
ity of a brief liin'se into obscurity, once 
every 68 hours, « minutes, 55.425 seconds, 
seems more uncanny. To Goodrieke, how- 
ever, who first discovered tills uniformity 
It suggested an explanation which has 
turned out to be the true one. He said 
It m|ght' be caused by the Interposition of 
a large, dark body revolving about the 
star. For about a century this Idea re- 
maincd in the form of a plausible but 
unverified conjecture. In 1SSO, Professor 
B. C. Pickering subjected it to u quanti- 
tative .test. It one sphere revolve about 
apother, the portion of the former which 
will be covered from sight by the latter, 
from moment to moment, will depend up- 
on a few simple data, such as the com- 
parative size, of the spheres, the ratio of 
tho diameter ot either' to tho mean dis- 
tance between them, the eccentricity of 
the orbit and .the Inclination of Its plane 
to the line In which tho observer looks 
as he watches the process).

But much more than tho mere explana- 


tion of the light changes was accom- 
plished. The dimensions of tho orbit be- 
came known. For it'has been ascertained 
that the orbital velocity IS'26.1-3 miles a 
second, and If this number bfl:'multiplied 
by the number of the seconds in the 
period, tho, circumference-of the orpH la 
found to be a little more than 6,500,OW 
miles. As the orbit has-'beep .found to 
be nearly, circular, tho diameter Is readily 
calculated to be, In round numbers, 2,000,- 
000 miles. If, then, the brilliant''component 
of this pair of bodies is 1,000,000 miles from 
the common center of gravity, how fur 
from the same center is the -eclipsing 
body? This will depend on the.proportlun 
of their masses. If the small pody con- 
tain only half^ as much matter us t''e 
large one, it will be twice as far away. 
Now, unfortunately, we know nothing 
directly as to the relative masses of the 
pair, but to Vogel it seemed reasonable 
to suppose, that the masses are in t"a 
same ratio us the volumes. ,Thlu assures 
that the densities are equal—an unlikely 
supposition, considering that- one body Is 
dark and the other hot enough to shine, 
hence probably much - rarottcd -by heat.

Afrfoai^waa consulting engineer of the 
British South Africa chartered com- 
pany and the Consolidated Gold Fields 
of, South Africa, in which Mr. Rhodes 
held important. Interests', had this to 
say.of,,Sir. Rhodes: 
: 
' . . . - • 


"Mr. Rhodes whose sun went down 


when it. was yet day, died in the 47th 
year of his age. He leaves no pos- 
terity, but leaves his name on the map 
of 'Africa (Rhodesia), sponsor for a 
commonwealth nearly as large as our 
western states. Had he lived he would 
have devoted the remaining years of 
ills life and would have spent every 
dollar of his fortune In equipping that 
commonwealth. 


"Unfortunately his character 
was 


misunderstood in America. Judged by 
American standards, Mr. 'Rhodes was 
truly a great man. He ,was not only 
a great empire builder, .but also a cap- 
tain of industry. 
Ho is oftener re- 


ported as a sh.il'ty, unscrupulous finan- 
cier, In league with capitalists to coax 
i lie Transvaal into a hgpeless war In 
oidor to steal the mines of the counr 
try. 
He is also reported UN giving 


liis entire life to tho amassing of large 
wealth, and ready to employ the most 
unscrupulous methods to that end. But 
by oven the most bitter of his enemies 
conversant, with .the facts .such alie- 
nations are repudiated. 
"The truth is that Rhodes cared lit- 


tle for money beyond the power It gave 
him to assist in the development of 
South Africa. ; From a most Intimate 
connection with him in his business 
enterprises, I am able to Ktate that his 
methods of finance were not only scrup- 
ulously honorable, but, wore character- 
ized by unusual llbo.rallly. 
He was 


known to South Africans as a man ot 
unbounded 
gonoroHity 
and one oi> 


whom they could depend for the furth- 


er worthy charity, 


"Personally Mr. Rhodes was demo- 


cratic in his tastes, and a colonial In 
his political and social bias. 
He was 


fond of the simpler and better pleas- 
ures of life, devoted especially to out 
of door life on the veldt and had u 
contempt for and disdain of social con- 
ventionalities. 
- He was a man of In- 


nate 
refinement and 
culture and a 


graduate of Oxford. 
Rhodes had an" 


Indomitable spirit'and dogged perser- 
verance. 
He was imaginative, but was 
not a mere, visionary. 
He was built 


on broad lines, and he abhorred petty 
politics which he contemptuously des- 
ignated ns the politics of the parish 
pump and he 
deprecated 
quite us 
strongly what he termed the 'unctuous 
rectitude' of certain statesmen. 


"PoMtically he was. a great admirer 


of democratic Institutions, but at the 
same time he waa a; loyal Imperialist. 
"Rhodes had his defects and faults, 


but these will not obscure the glory of 
his name. 
Qreat men, it is said, are 


made of faults. 
Of one thing there 


can be no doubt, that Rhodes' ideals 
were pure and lofty and I believe 
that history will deal rather .with his 
achievements and methods, and that 
they will therefore rank high among 
the. great men of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 
Cecil Rhodes found In the me- 


ditations of Marcus Aurellus many as- 
pirations for his own career.

French. Canadians and the British 


Crown. 


'Although lectures Bn"the' British col- 


onies are never poptiliVif%f tXirtdon and- 
are rarely reported in the metropolitan 
press, a recent address on "The French 
Canadians and Their -Relations to the 
Crown" is being widely copied and com- 
rtiented on, while extracts have been 
reproduced. In certain Paris papers. The 
address was a paper road ' before the 
Colonial section of the Society of Arts 
by W. T. R. Preston, Canadian emi- 
gration commissioner, 
who 
was the 


chief organizer of the Liberal party in 
Canada when the general election of 
1896 brought Sir Wilfred Laurier into 
power. 


Mr. Preston traced the foundation of 


New France as a colony from 160S. By 
the fortune of war Canada was ceded to 
England in 1T63, and 
England then 


emerged as victor from the tremendous 
duel for the mastery 
of a continent. 


But this success was 
fated to have 


strange and unexpected results, which 
he proceeded to particularize—the con- 
stitutional struggle which grew out of 
the act of. 1791, the suppression of the 
rebellion In upper 
and lower Canada, 


the Inquiry of Lord Durham on behalf 
of the Imperial 
government into the 


causes of the troubles in 1840. English 
statesmen very soon afterward 
found 


that, by their giving a system of local 
government to the French population, 
they secured In the colony a contented 
people, who, fi'om that time to the pres- 
ent, had never shown the slightest dis- 
position to throw off British supremacy.

Is it true that employers of labor are 


discharging employes- who have reached 
the age of 45, .wjiether they are capa- 
ble or not?

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THE RAILROAD TO ROUTT COUNTY. 


I 


F THERE is any railroad that ought to be built-in 


Colorado at the prcsont time, it is the line from 
Denver westward to Steamboat Springs and the valley 
of the Yampa rivet-. This is the largest tract in Colo- 


rado that does not havn railway facilities. 
It includes 


an area larger than the .states of Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut, and some of the richest mineral anil agricultural 
•regions of the state. 


U is of special importance to the city nf Denver that 


this road should be built at the present time. Denver is 
not favorably situated as a railway center. There is no 
pass through the mountains between Colorado Springs and 
Cheyenne that has been occupied thus far by a railroad, 
yet, owing to the start gained by the city of Denver in 
the race for commercial supremacy, and the activity and 
enterprise of her capitalists and merchants. Denver has 
been able to do business in spite of thp much more favor- 
able location of Colorado Springs, Pueblo and other cities. 
Wjthin the past year, tho railway combinations that have 
been made are in a fair way to deprive her of this ad- 
vantage. The main line of transcontinental trade now 
runs through the Arkansas and Grand River valleys, leav- 
ing Denver 12$ miles to tlic side. The construction of a 
short line directly west from Denver to Salt Lake City 
would change the railroad situation in the state greatly, 
and give Denver a standing that she does not now pos- 
sess. These things are doubtless apparent to the rail- 
way builders who are back of the new line, and they 
afford good grounds for the belief that the announcement 
made In yesterday morning's Gazette is something differ- 
ent from the railway rumors that are so frequently pub- 
lished in other papers. 


It seems hardly likely, however, that the new line will 


be permitted to enjoy a monopoly of Routt county busi 
ness. As already pointed out in these columns, there are 
three routes available into that valley, one from the north, 
one from the east, and one from the south. We under- 
stand that a line is projected to connect with the Union 
Pacific railway' in Wyoming, if its construction has not 
already begun. 
It remains to be scon whether the Rio 


Grande combination will look with favor upon this at- 
tempt to deprave it of a considerable source of present 
revenue, and to occupy a territy it has regarded as its 
own. If, as stated, the new line expects to build a two- 
mile tunnel through the mountain, the Rio Grande com 
pany can start a branch from some point on the Eagle or 
Grand river and havn its trains running to the banks ol 
the Yampa before the new line can get its tunnel done. 


THE SPECIAL SESSION AND THE 


REVENUE BILL. 


T 


HE EXTRAORDINARY session of the Thirteenth 


general assembly has acomplisheri the purpose 
for which it was called together. It has passed 
the general revenue bill amended to avoid the 


tmcuJistitutiomil defects of the measure passed at the 
regular session. Hut for these defects there would have 
been no extra meeting, anil the work of this session musl 
be judged for good or evil by the revenue bill. 


That this measure as it passed the assembly at the 


regular session and as it was re-enacted by tho extra 
session is free from detects no one will attempt to claim. 
There may be in it some things that will require the at 
tention and amendment of future assemblies. 


But in the main it may be said that this bill is the 


result of an honest, and, for the most part, an intelligent 
effort to provide a sufficient revenue for the needs of the 
state, and to distribute the burdens of taxation equitably 
among all property owners of the state. That a large 
amount of time was consumed in the consideration of tho 
measure, both in the regular and the extra session, is true 
but such a consideration was required by the extent and 
complexity of the interests involved. 


It was work that could not be done hurriedly or care 


lesaly. 


From the beginning of the state's existence to the 


Thirteenth general assembly no general revenue law 
had been enacted. Not only had the old law become in 
adequate to supply the necessary revenue, but the state 
had actually outgrown the conditions that made it a 
proper system of taxation for the state. It was not only 
Insufficient but it was manifestly and grossly unfair 
Whatever criticisms there may be of the new law from 
those who had been lightly taxed under the old one, the 
only reasonable ground of complaint must be in a showing 
of present unfairness. 


It is unfortunate that the regular session overlooked 


the errors that made the extra session necessary, but th<; 
extra session seems to have performed its work with 
reasonable diligence ai;d good judgment. Time vll' prove 
the quality of Its work. All measures of this character, 
including such a multiplicity of details, must be in a 
measure tentative, and it is only as they arc put to tho 
lest of actual experience that wo will be able to judge 
whether they arc suited to Ihi; needs and condition* oE our 
people. 


The new revenue law is undoubtedly » vast Improve- 


ment over tlic old one, and it would be well for the people 
of tho state without regard to poltticn to devote thorn- 
selves to giving the new law a fair trial, rather than to 
try to Hud fault with it from the very 


PROGRESS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


T 


HAT rapid progress is being made in the settle- 


ment of the Philippine troubles is apparent to 
every unprejudiced observer, in spite of the 1'art 
that only fragmentary and irregular report's »f 


:he happenings on the islands are sent to the United 
States. A great deal of tho so-called "news" from the 
Philippines, outside of the Associated Press dispatcho.i, 
and a large part of the material used in congressional 
speeches, is composed of. or based upon, old stuff that 
las been worked over and over for months ami oven 
veara past. Such, for instance, arc tho stories of cru-.-Uloa 
practiced upon natives by American soldiers, stories of 
tho invincible determination of Filipino leaders to scc-iro 
their independence, and a .large part oE the stories of tUu 
iletermination of the people never to submit to American 
rule over them. Even the testimony of General Hughes, 
3eneral Otis and others before the senate committee 
•efers largely to facts connected with the early history of 
the American occupation of the islands. 


In notable contrast to these chapters from ancient 


history is the letter written by Judge Wright, acting civil 
governor of the Philippines, to General Marcus J. Wright 
of Washington. 
This letter is so apt in its description 


of present-day conditions in thp islands, and has sticli an 
important heaving upon questions now being discussed, 
that it is worthy of all prominence: 


We arc so far removed from Ihc Uni 
States 


that I fear the people at home get rather an in- 
adequate idea of the situation here. The press 
reports of the last month or more which have, 
/ 


reached us hero together with the comments / 
thereon, seem to Indicate that the general opinion 
is that the whole islands arc either blazing with 
insurrection or else that outbreaks arc prevented 
only by the use of troops on an extensive scale. 
This is wholly misleading. The real truth is that 
in 913 per cent, of the territory of the islands there 
is no insurrection and Americans go about singly 
anil unarmed with about as much safety as they 
would ia a large majority of the states at home. 
There is a fast dying insurrection in two prov- 
inces of the great island ot Luzon and in. the re- 
mote southern island of Samar. Here anil there 
in more remote sections there are instances of 
cattle stealing and occasionally murder or rob- 
bery. We arc dealing very energetically with the 
lawless clement and the people as a rule are re- 
building their houses whore they have been de- 
stroyed. 


CH course, telegraphic dispatches generally deal 


alone in something sensational. 
I apprehend that, 


if any one of us were in a foreign country and 
received only news ol what was happening in tho 
United States in police circles wo would get about 
the same idea of our own country- as many of the 
people seem to have of this. As to the progress 
wo have made in the last year, it is tremendous 
and to me very encouraging. While I do not look 
for the millcnium either here or elsewhere speed- 


ily, I sec no reason to doubt that American author- 
ity can now be maintained without more troops 
than indicated by Governor Taft. Of course we 
must utilize the native in policing his own country 
just as has been done by England in all hur 
colonies from the beginning. 


Of equal significance, though far less in importance, is 


the letter jnst received by Secretary Root fvom Felipe 
Buencamino, who was one of the leaders in the original 
Philippine government under AguinaUlo. anil is now a 
member of the Philippine civil service commission, anil 
a friend of the United States government, asking for the 
early return to the islands of Governor Taft. 


These indications of rapid changes in the conditions 


of affairs in the islands should not be overlooked. They 
indicate very clearly the wisdom of the Republican policy, 
that it is not best to make at the present time a formal 
statement of the intentions of the United States towards 
the islands. The situation there is certainly not what it 
was a year ago, and a year from now it probably will be 
still different. In the meantime, neither the United States 
aor the people of the islands will lose anything by waiting 
for the Filipinos to gain a true knowledge of the Ameri- 
cans, and for the conditions to become settled in such a 
way as to allow an opportunity for the growth and ex- 
pression of a genuine popular sentiment.

THE NEW SANATORIUM. 


ORGANIZATION for the new sanatorium that 


is being planned for Colorado Springs, has been 
accomplished by the selection of a board of 
trustees and officers, and a name, "Cragmoor," 


as been provided for the new institution. 
The publica- 


ion of the names of the persons who will have charge 
f tho new sanatorium is a sufficient proof.that the affairs 
f the institution will be properly looked after, and 
hat there will be no unnecessary delay In getting them 
nto shape for the construction of the necessary build- 
ngs. 


Colorado Springs now seems to be in a fair way ot 


ecurlng something that it ought, to have had many 
ears ago. 
when we consider that the climate of this 


ity together with its scenic surroundings, constitute 
robably the most permanent and undoubtedly one of 
he most important of its natural resources, it seems al- 
most inconceivable that it should for so long a time 
iave neglected the proper improvement of this resource. 


Other places with much less to build upon than we 


have, have rapidly surpassed us in attracting the class 
rom which we derive the greatest benefit. 
The people 


vho come back from southern California this spring arc 
agreed upon two points. 
One of these is that while 


he hotels and boarding houses of Colorado Springs have 
een doing a very poor business, those of southern Cali- 
ornia have been overcrowded. 
The other Is that in 


limato. scenery and general 'natural attractions as a 
vinter resort, southern California is very greatly inferior 
o Colorado, and especially to Colorado Springs. 


It is worth while then for us to examine carefully into 


he reasons for the present discrimination by the winter 
ourlsts and health seekers in favor of California, and 
against Colorado. 


Undoubtedly one reason is that we have not been doing 


as much nor as effective advertising in tho past few 


cars as we ought to have done. 
There is undoubtedly 


a large class of people in the eastern and central states 
wio would spend their winters here if they knew the 
»xact conditions that prevail in this region, and appre- 
ciated the differences between a winter in Colorado 
Springs and a winter in Iowa or Massachusetts. 
We 


have been advertising our gold mines and some other 
material resources, but we have neglected to advertise 
our sunshine and our dry air as we used to do in the early 
days and as wo ought still to be doing now. Colorado 
Springs might very profitably have devoted a part of the 
surplus capital that has been put into the mining business 
n promoting the interests of this city as a winter health 
and pleasure resort, and if this had been done, the hotels, 
the boarding houses and the stores of Colorado Springs 
this winter would have felt the difference. 


An even more important reason why the tourist busi- 


ness of Colorado Springs suffers by comparison with that 
of southern California is that we have neglected to pro- 
vide modern' accommodations for our invalid visitors. 
The Antlers hotel end the other well-built and well-man-; 
aged hotels of the city gave the summer visitors all that 
they need or can reasonably expect. 
But there is not at 


the present time in Colorado Springs, any large modern, 
thoroughly equipped invalids' resort, such as are to be 
found with ease in the California cities. 
What our 


California friends think of such matters Is Illustrated by 
the case of Los Angeles, where 25 local physicians or- 
ganized a company, subscribing $8,000 apiece, put up a 
$200,000 sanatorium and have been paying themselves 
big dividends on their investment ever since. 


Colorado Springs ought to be the leading resort city 


of the west, winter,as well as summer. 
The construc- 


tion of such a sanatorium as Is now planned will do as 
much .towards the accomplishment of this end as the 
construction of the Antlers hotel has done and is doing 
for the summer tourist business of the city. 


There ought to he no hesitation on the part of any one 


in doing everything possible to promote and to encourage 
the success of this undertaking at the earliest possible 
date. 
But when this sanatorium is built, the work to 


be done will not bo completed. 
Colorado Springs needs 


not one, but several institutions of this kind, and they 
will certainly come ia time. 


But more than anything else, Colorado 'Springs needs 


u more general appreciation of the importance to the 
city and to its permanent interests o£ the winter -tourist 
and invalid business, and we need to do more than we 
Unvo been doing for the past few years, by advertising 
and otherwise, to get people to come here (luring the 
winter, and to treat them while they are here In such a 
way that they will want to come back and to bring others 
with them.

him in advancing his interests, and it makes no difference 
in the principle whether this is done singly or in an or- 
ganization. 
So long as he does not violate the laws, 


the mere fact that he is working against the interest of 
someone else, or what that other person considers to be 
his interest, should not warrant his condemnation before 
the public or the interference by the courts. 


Neither is tho fear that someone else may take ad- 


vantage of the situation to break the law or disturb the 
peace, a sufficient reason why worlilngmen or •working- 
men'H societies should be deprived of their rights. 


The law to be just must bo Impartial. 
It niny properly punish violations of the law. whether 


they lib by capitalists, unions, workingmcn or rioters, but 
it cannot fairly lay the blame for the acts ot the guilty 
upon the innocent. 
It should not be made a shield to 


protect the interests of one class against those of another. 
It should never be used as a bar to prevent the lawful 
action of any class of citizens in securing tho betterment 
of their conditions, eltbcr as individuals or by organized 
efforts.

JUSTICE FOR CAPTAIN COGHLAN.

E ARE glad to notice from the Associated Press 


dispatch from Washington that Captain Joseph 
B. Coghlan is about to be advanced five num- 
bers on the list of naval captains through the 


remission by the president of a part of the sentence of a 
court martial from which he is now suffering. 


It Is explained that years ago, when he was a junior 


officer, Captain Coghlan clashed with tho detail officer 
of tho navy department, and for writing a sharp letter 
was court-martialed and sentenced to lose 11 numbers 
in his grades. By the special act rewarding the captains 
of the United States fleet engaged in the battle of Manila, 
Captain Coghlan regained some of the lost numbers, anil 
It is now proposed to reinstate him completely. Whether 
it was necessary as a matter of discipline to inflict such 
a severe penalty for a comparatively trifling offense, 
needs not now to be discussed. The error of youth has 
long since been amply atoned by years of distinguisliei 
service, and the present determination by the president to 
restore the grades is fully warranted by the circumstances 
as well as by the character and services of this officer. 


It is unfortunate that this reinstatement cannot I.e 


accomplished without a seeming injustice to other brave 
and faithful officers of the navy, but it should be remem- 
bered that in advancing Captain Coghlan, he is not being 
promoted over their heads, but is simply restored tj the 
standing he formerly occupied.

CHINESE DIFFICULTIES. 


HE OUTBREAK of a serious rebellion in southern 


China adds greatly to the difficulties of the Chi- 
nese situation. 
The American policy in China, 


to which Great Britain ami Japan have given 


formal approval, embraces two main points: the main- 
tenance of the integrity of the Chinese empire, and the 
opening of the Chinese empire to foreign- commerce upon 
equal terms to all the powers. 


The outbreak of a native rebellion, which threatens the 


existence of the present dynasty, and seems entirely 
beyond the power of the Imperial government to suppress. 
Is in direct opposition In many ways to this American 
policy. It is difficult to see how the United States, even 
with the help of Japan and Great Britain, can do much 
towards maintaining the integrity of the Chinese empire, 
when the swarming millions of the interior are set upon 
the task of tearing it to pieces. Tho revolt of the southern 
provinces undoubtedly is a revolt of the Chinese race 
against their Manchurian conquerors, but it is also a pro- 
test of the unawakened Chinese conservatives against 
the newer ideas and customs that are being forced upon 
them by European aggression. 


Not only that, but a great revolt like thin offers count- 


less opportunities for foreign intrigues to make them- 
selves felt. 
With the entire strength of the imperial 


government directed towards the southern provinces, and 
European attention fixed upon the possible results of the 
outbreak, the task of Great Britain and Japan in keeping 
watch against Russia in far northern Manchuria will be 
greatly increased. 
Indeed, the manifest advantage to 


Russia's plans of the southern outbreak arc so manifest 
that there are not lacking those who are willing to declare 
that Russia is following her usual custom of fomenting 
unlive disturbances in order to promote her own designs 
and to distract general attention from her own move 
mcnts. 


From many points of view, the rebellion in the Kouthcn 


provinces seems to be a much more serious matter tUau 
the Boxer outbreaks In north China. 


THE LEGALITY OF BOYCOTTS. 


A 


N INTERESTING DECISION was handed down 
the other day by tho supreme court of the state of 
of Missouri. 
It declares that courts of equity 


have no power to enjojn labor organizations from 


enforcing boycotts against corporations. 
The opinion 


rendered by Judge Sherwood affirmed the judgment of n 
lower court, which bail refused the application of the 
Marx & Haas Jeans Clothing company of St. Louis for 
an Injunction to restrain Anthony Watson and other of- 
ficers of a local Knights of Labor organization, and a 
branch of the United Garment Workers of America in 
that city from pushing a boycott. 
Tho supreme court 


hold that If the labor unions of the state were not per- 
mitted to tell the'story of their wrongs, or their supposed 
wrongs, by word of mouth or with pen and print, and to 
endeavor to get other persons to aid them by all pos- 
sible moans in securing redress of such wrongs, tho right 
of free speech would be endangered and violated. 


This decision Is asv Important contribution to the'lit- 


erature of the labor movement, and Is apt to bo frequently 
referred to In future discussions upon the subject'of 
boycotts.

to lead to alcoholism every time. It is 
necessary to understand that we are

You will occasionally find a child that 


does not care for milk in any quantity, 
In such a case it is often puzzling to 
devise a sufficient variety of food, and 
this is the difficulty I shall endeavor to 
overcome, having passed through the 
experience.

child., wait until it has teeth for grind- 
ing as well as biting, and patiently 
instruct It in the use of them. 
Milk 


and eggs I use in abundance, and ex- 
plain the seeming Inconsistency to my 
extreme vegetarian beliefs by stating 
that they are animal products and not 
a portion of the animal, as honey is the 
product of the bee, not the bee ^tsplf. 


There are the numerous cereal break- 


fast foods, use these in rotation, with 
milk or the top of the milk, no sugar, 
or if you have brought the baby up to 
having its food sweetened, use as lit- 
tle as possible, and diminish rather than 
increase. 
Don't coat everything you 


give a child with sugar; the food is 
much more agreeable, if properly salted, 
to any educated palate. 


Rye meal porridge should be on the 


list; it Is good to overcome constipation. 
Oatmeal is excellent used with discre-

T. J. O'Donnell of Denver, has ad- 
dressed a letter to the members of the 
Democratic party of the state of Colo- 
rado in Vi'hich he personally announces 
himself as In favor of the re-election 
of United States Senator Henry M.

How to Regulate the Trusts. 


One of the greatest evils of the so- 


called trusts, to my mind, is involved in 
over-capitalization, with 
possibly at- 


tendant misrepresentations or decep- 
tions In connection with their organis- 
ation, and to provide a restraining 
agency in this field Is the object of the 
measure providing for publicity which 
I have introduced In the present con- 
gress, and which I am inclined to be- 
lieve will pass. This Is designed pri- 
marily to secure publicity regarding 
the inner workings of the corporation, 
and will disclose to the public whether 
or not canitalUatlpn is justified by the 
value of the property of various Kinds 
upon which it is based and to what ex- 
tent, if any, stock has been "watered." 
This Invocation of the powerful agency 
of publicity Is not designed to arouse 
public, sentiment against great com- 
binations of 
capital, us great com- 


binations of capital uro not only com- 
mendable and useful when controlled 
by correct principles, but Indispensable 
to the management of great business 
enterprises, Incident to our phenome- 
nal commercial and Industrial develop- 
ment. One of its purposes is to pro- 
tect a considerable portion of the public 
who are in danger of 
suffering 
fur 
greater loss than 
are the consuming 
classes, to whom the formation of a 
trust may perhaps mean a slight in- 
crease In thu cost of living. The class 
referred to is the extensive one com- 
prised of small Investors, of which a 
considerable portion arc women or resi- 
dents of more or less Isolated localities 
who arc, perhaps, somewhat handi- 
capped In the matter of acquiring full 


The Opening of Siberia. 


(Salt Lake'Tribune.) 


A recent article In an eastern maga- 


zine has a catchy summing up of Si- 
bcria-r"wlth Its farms like the wheat 
fields of Dakota, its mines like those of 
Colorado, its rivers like the Mississippi, 
and its forests like thqse of Canada, 
Siberia is a country of marvelous prom- 
ise—an eastern California." A striking 
description, truly, but as Inexact as it 
is striking. Its farms, while they may 
seem to be huge, are tilled'by Isolated 
settlers, who have each but a compai-a- 
tively small farm, and so bear but little 
resemblance to those of either Dakota; 
its forests have but-little resemblance 
to those of Canada; Us rivers flow eith- 
er along a given parallel of latitude, like 
the Arour, or else from one 
rlEorous 


clime to another more rigorous, and su 
have not the least resemblance to the 
Mississippi; Its mines so .far are placer 
exclusively, und so have but faint re- 
lationship to those of California; while 
to describe it us an Eastern California 
is to say that cold equals warmth. 
But there is no doubt a great future 


for Siberia. For the present, the gains 
In population are not large, if the army 
be left out. Great allurements are held 
out to the Russian peasants to move 
thither, but they- do not stay. In the 
now land they miss the friendly gossip 
of their native village; they long for 
the tavern and the social drink; they 
get insufferably lonesome on the iso- 
lated farm, perhaps miles away from 
neighbors that they know; Consequently 
as the writer quoted says, "Though 
the trains that cross the-Urals in spring 
arc full of newcomers, those that re- 
cross In the autumn are nearly as full 
of the discontented returning.' 
Tlie ' 
Siberian peasant has no.'ppwcr of In- 
itiative; he dislikes .progress;-he hatea 
those who make money out of him, yet 
Is powerless to make that money him- 
self. The German trader-grows wealthy 
In the Russian settlements: "Most of 
Russians from the Baltic provinces, aiul 
therefore really Germans.' The efforts 
of the peasants from Russia who, re- 
maining in Siberia, attempt civillM'1 
ways, are comical. The man who wears 
his shirt outside his trousers and tucks 
the legs of his trousers Inside his boqta 
Is looked down upon as uncouth! "°" 
tlces in restaurants state that no oiif 
wearing flannel shirts will be gprvart. 
on the Amur boats, passengers a^e re- 
quested to remember that they ftewriB 
to a civilized nation, and not to B« 
drunk. But the Russian, "despite
